$2,690,000 


Rapid Drop Seen in Highways 
Expenditures; $12,000,000 Is 
Spent in 1922 and Less Each 
year. Twenty Miles for 8. B. 





While California expended 
$14,000,000 for new state high- 
ways. in 1922, $12,000,000 in 
1923, $8,900,000 in 1924, pro- 
posed expenditures for new 
work for the balance of 1925 
total but $2,690,000, the esti- 
mated federal aid which will 
be received prior to Jan. 1, 
1926, according to the highway 
ecommission’s program as sub- 
mitted to the state senate this 
week. 

On April 1, 1925, the total 
unobligated fund of the com- 
mission, available for new ¢on- 
struction was $4,054,960. This 
fund, it was explamed to the 
senate committee on revenue 
and taxation, consists entirely 
of uncolleeted federal aid, all 
of which probably will not be 
received for at least two yeats. 
All other. funds available for 
new work have been exhaust- 
ed. With the possible excep- 
tion of 1917, a war year, the 
number of projects to be un- 
dertaken during 1925 repre- 
sents the smallest amount of 
new state highway construe: 
tion started in California in 
any one year since 1913, the 
@emmission said in a statement 
issued yesterday.

With a stream of yellow fruit flowing east- 
ward over both rail and water lanes, business 
conditions in Upland, as well as throughout the 
entire West End section of the County, are 
showing a decided improvement along all lines 
of endeavor. 

With the orange market holding strong, and 
with a lemon market which is satisfactory for 
this season of the year, fruit shipments from the 
O. K. District are going merrily on. Present 
indications are that the O. K. Exchange will 
this week ship in the neighborhood of 150 cars 
of navel oranges and 20 cars of lemons. An av- 
erage of approximately 150 cars per week will 
propably he maintained as long as the market 
remains firm. 

The biggest one day’s shipment of fruit from 
this district totals 85 cars and unless unusual 
conditions develop will probably be the largest 
number packed and shipped during the entire 
navel season, 

In return for this fruit an almost constant

terprise and ability. 
gives free access to learning. Our 
schools not only equip our boys and girls for 
citizenship, by training their minds and bod- 
ies, but inculeate by precept and example the 
principles of democracy. 

How our citizenry has responded to its op- 
portunities is shown by figures denoting the 
progress of education. In 1880 one out of 
every six was without schoolin. In 1920, 
forty years later, only one in seventeen. Had 
our population increased as rapidly in ratio 
as our high sehool enrollment, since 1890, it 
would number today nearly seven hundre‘l 
The increase in enrollment in our 
common schools during the ten year period 
ending 1920 was more than twenty per cent. 

It is gratifying to note from the foregoing 
that we are regarding education as a vital 
factor. This is the day of educated boys and 
girls. More and more will they on maturity 
be drawn into the ranks of business. Com- 
mercial and mercantile life is fast following 
the professions in its call for organized knowl- 
edge. That we are appreciative of the won- 
derful part of our educational system plays 
in the progress of the country the growing 
attendance in all our institutions attests; a 
growth stimulated not merely by increased 
population but a growth indicating a recog- 
nition of the value of schooling. 

With the progress of the nation the schools, 
too, have advanced. Their scope has been en- 
larged, the technique improved, their physical 
plants standardized, and the quality of equip- 
ment hettered. The cost of education is a 
relative term and will admit of comparison 
only in terms of service rendered. 

The rapid strides of our education are com- 
parable only to the advance in our inventions, 
and this is an inventive age in which America 
ranks in prominence. During the last fifty 
years there have been fifty outstanding in- 
ventions. These represent the greater fac- 
tors in our present-day civilization. Educa- 
tion has been keeping step with this progress. 
Tt has seen the induction or spread of the 
Junior High and Consolidated schools, the 
Industrial and Vocational Schools, the Con- 
tinuation and Americanization schools; the 
development of such departments as Health. 
Art and Music; higher teacher requirements 
and teaching standards; increased civie pride 
and a higher conception of what an efficient 
school system means.

make a genuine discrimination against Ameri- 
cans as a reply to our discrimination against 
Japanese. The new law extends to aliens the 
right to own real estate in Japan, except 
those who are subjects of any state which 
denies to the people of Japan a like privilege. 
That means us and any other state which fol- 
lows our lead in this matter. To this we 
cannot object. We cannot equitably pursue 
the course we have been eriticising Japan for 
following, that of demanding for ourselves 
something we do not grant to others. It will 
probably be inconvenient for some Americans 
and American enterprises in Japan not to be 
able to own land there while competitors have 
that privilege, but we cannof expect to dance 
without payment of the piper. 

We have deliberately adopted the policy 
of non-mixture with Asiatic races. We be- 
lieve this policy to be a good one, not alone 
for us, but for the Asiatics themselves and 
for the whole world. It does not necessarily 
include or imply hostility to the people of 
Japan and other countries in Asia. It is en- 
tirely compatible with good will towards them 
and with better and more honorable treat- 
ment of them in our commercial and political 
intercourse than some other nations not so 
ethnologically and economically particlar. 
Both the Japanese and the Chinese have had 
repeated instances of this fact, and down in 
their hearts they know that if there is any 
nation in the world to which they ean look 
for equitable, even generous treatment, that 
nation is the United States. That being so, 
we ought to be able to adjust our relations 
on the American principle of non-mixture 
without serious difficulty.

Word comes from Dublin that American 
moving picture concerns have served notice 
that ‘‘unless the Irish government gives a 
‘freer hand to the censor in dealing with tri- 


angle dramas and divorce questions,’’ they 
will submit no more pictures to the Irish cen- 
sorship. Forty per cent of the films sent to 
Treland are rejected, they complain — and 
among these are some of the best ‘‘box office 
attractions.’’ 

The chairman of the film censorship appeals 
board replies that the rejections amount to 
only eight per cent. ‘‘We are not obliged 
to take low, vile, unclean ‘stuff,’’ he adds, 
‘‘merely beeause it is of box office value.’’ 
Censorship is a delicate and worrisome 
problem, but most Americans—even including 
motion picture fans—will secretly applaud the 
Irish censor’s refusal to surrender to the ‘‘box 
office’’ standards. They may even go far- 
ther and agree that an eight per cent cull-out 
of the film ‘‘rots and spots’’ could be effected 
with benefit and advantage over here.

“He Pulled His Revolver” 


(San Bernardino Sun) 


During a domestic quarrel in the home of 
a friend in Oakland, a man ‘‘drew a revelver 
from his pocket’’ and killed his wife, then 
doing the same for himself, which was a 
proper conclusion of the incident. To what 
should be ascribed this murder and suicide? 
There are several things contributing, but our 
real interest is in discovering which of them 
is removable, and which we must endure. In 
the first place we can ascribe the act to tem- 
per and acting on impulse of a mind clouded 
by anger. But men and women have had tem- 
pers and fits of unbridled anger from the be- 
ginning of the human race, and to hope to 
abolish that is futile. Solomon told us that 
‘‘He that hath no rule over his own spirit is 
like a city that is broken down and without 
walls.”” We need in our educational pro- 
cesses to take note of this fact and so far 
as possible inculeate self-control, but we can- 
not hope entirely to abolish the human quick 
temper and its rueful results. 


Also domestic quarreling is a cause, but 
that also has been a sad-feature of family 
throughout the ages, yielding not even to the 
sweetening and softening influence of religion 
completely. The third great factor, one with 
which it is possible to deal in a curative way 
effectually, is the carrying of weapons. Had 
not this anger-guided man had a revolver in 
his pocket he would not have yielded to the 
blind impulse to slay. 


There is scarcely an argument for the car- 
rying or even the ownership of a revolver in 
a civilized country. Experience shows that 
its possessors—not including criminals—use it 
wrongfully and regretfully many more times 
than righteously. Besides, it is dangerous to 
posses. Every few days there is a story in the 
press about the death of wife or child be- 
cause of the weapon left carelessly at home or 
the death of the man himself. Rarely is the 
home ever protected by tis use or presence. 
The man who carries one in his pocket is con- 
stantly walking on the brink of a_ tragedy. 
But it is its use in crime that is its chief con- 
demnation. We are overwhelmed with mur- 
ders and robberies which would not be com- 
mitted if revolvers were actually prohibited. 
It is impossible to take weapons out of the 
pockets of criminals if they are not also out 
of the pockets of ‘‘good eitizens.’’ It all gaes 
along together. Thoughtful police officials 
agree that crime would at once shrink to com- 
paratively small proportions in this greatest 
criminal country the world has ever known, 
if the carrying and possession of revolvers 
could be stopped. It ought to be worth while.

Applications should be 
thorough, and should be given 


about évery two or three weeks. 
After watering, careful hoeing and 
cultivatiom. between plants and 
between rows is necessary.

and never allowed to flood. 

When the vines are well along, 
and the fruits begin to set on, the 
planting should be watched for 
signs of plant food de‘icienc?. 
This shews up principally in a 
yellowing of the leaves, and when 
it does appear, it is a good idea 
to feed the vines a little fertiliz- 
er, though care must be taken not 
to give them an_ overdose, which 
will result in the blossoms drop- 
ping off. Cantaloupes are ripe 
when the stem parts easily from 
the fruit, making a clean break. 
| When they begin ripening. appli- 
eation of water should be more 
frequent, so as to prolong the 
bearing season as long as possible.
